tative yesterday have just the oppo- 
site theory and they substantiate it 
with the evidence of 
other Nevada 


towns and their suburbs. 


Ruby Hill was the scene of great 


mineral discoveiies. An attempt was 
made to build up a city there, but the 
miners sought out Eureka as a place 
to spend their money. 


The relationship between Gold Hill 


and Virginia City is the same 
and 


scores of other evidences could 
be 


given, where the suburb was swallow- 
ed up by the parent town, even if the 
latter was miles away. 


In the opinion of The Journal, which 


Is the opinion of nearly everybody in- 
terviewed 
yesterday, Harriman will 


never be anything but a hamlet until 
the time arrives when the growth of 
Reno makes of it a portion of the par- 
ent city. 


Near the asylum, where the post-

only a mile and a half fiom the city 
limits of Reno. 
This is-all too short 


a distance to separate two towns of 
any consequence.

The splendid schools and churches 


of Reno will exeit a potent influence 
on tht railroad people, especially the 
women and children. Harriman can- 
not hope to boast of giaded schools 
fnr many years and in the meantime 
the children of people who live in the 
new town \\ill be sent to Reno for their 
education. The taxpayers of the Reno 
school district are as generous as any 
people, but when they find that they 
are paying for the education of chil- 
dren from rival towns they will reg- 
ister a kick and compel the Harriman 
children to acquire a legal residence 
in this city if they desire to reap the 
educational advantages paid by local 
ftoperty holders. 


All these facts will deter the Incom- 


ing population from locating a mile or 
two from town when they can gain a 
leMo'ence within the city limits or near 
by along the street car lines.

It was reported on the streets yes- 


terday that the city council had grant- 
ed a franchise to certain parties for a 
railway from Reno to East Reno. Up- 
on inquiry by The Journal it was as- 
certained that no such franchise had 
b.een granted, an evident fact unless 
some deception had been practiced up- 
on TTie Journal reporter who chroni- 
cled the proceedings of the CouncU. 
The fact was developed, however, that 
a scheme had been agreed upon by the 
Council by which the iranchise was to 
be granted to certain parties by the 
Council under certain conditions which 
as yet have not been made public. The 
conditions so far as The Journal has 
been able to learn are not in conso- 
nance with the wishes of interests of 
the people of Reno, nor do they in- 
sure street railway connection between 
Reno and its Eastern subuib. Be it 
understood that these remarks are ad- 
visory and not in any sense dictatorial. 
It is more than insinuated that the 
parties to whom the franchise is con- 
ceded to have been granted, have aa 
intention of building a railway from 
Reno proper to Bast Reno. Be that ass 
It mny, nine-tenths of the people of 
Reno desire railway connection, with 
its Eastern^ suburb. Aa we understand 
it, the CHy Council has not power or 
jurisdictlon>beyond the City limits, but 
it certainly has the power to withhold 
a franchise until its conditions are com- 
plied with. It should withhold arctloa 
until the Board of County Commis-- 
sioners has paved the way for such ac- 
. tion as wiH meet the wishes, conven- 
ience and interests of the people of the- 
City of Reno. The fact is the people of 
Reno want railway 
connection 
with 


East Reno, Harriman 
or 
whatever 


name its Eastern suburb is designated 
and \\ill bp satisfied with nothing less. 
It is the duty of the council to see that: 
this is Insured to them. Befoi e it takes 
any action in granting n franchise its 
bounded duty is to bind any party tliat 
applies for a franchise to commence- 
the work at a certain date; to insure 
the completion of the woik to the East 
Reno terminus ;it a certain time, that 
trains shnll be running ovef the road! 
befoie a certain date and that a cer- 
tain number of them shall be run at 
designated intervals during «ich day, 
and the rale of fare should also be des- 
ignated in the franchise. Anything less 
than this will be regarded as adverse 
to the interpsts of the people represent- 
ed by the City Council, and in our 
opinion will and should be denounced 
by a negative vote at the election call- 
ed to ratify or reject the ordinance.

The handsome monument erected to 
the memory of the New Jersey troops 
•who fought and fell on the battlefield 
of Antletam -svas dedicated today with 
impressive ceremonies in the 'presence 
of President Roosevelt, Governor Mur- 
phy, Senators Kean and Dryden and 
other prominent men of New Jersey 
and a number of citizens of Hagers- 
town and vicinity. President Roose- 
velt delivered the principal address. 


The monument stands on a site pur- 


chased several years ago by the New 
Jersey authorities. 
It consists of a 


nlain shaft of Vermont granite, forty 
feet 
in 
height, surmounted 
by the 


•bronze figure of Captain Hugh C. Irish 
of Company K, 13th New Jersey, and 
it Is placed on the spot where Captain 
Irish fell, mortally wounded, in the 
historic engagement fought foity-one

years ago today, 
monument bears 
which are engiaved the numbers of 
the regiments fiom New Jersey which 
took part in the fight. There is also 
a large tablet bearing a diagiam of 
the battlefield, showing the positions 
held by the New Jersey troops on the 
day of the fight. 


Two New Jersey commands played 


important parts in the battle. 
One 


was the Thiiteenth New Jersey Volun- 
teers, in the ranks of which Governor 
Murphy then a stripling of 
less than 


twenty, fought 
and 
marched. 
The 


other was Hexamer's Battery of Ho- 
boken. 
Both commands 
left many 


dead and carried more wounded from 
the bloody field after the engagement. 
Four other New Jersey regiments were 
on the outskirts of the Antietam bat- 
tlefield during the engagement, but 
did not participate in the fight. How- 
ever, they are each duly credited by 
occupying one of the squares of the 
hexagonal pedestal. 


The dedicatory exeicises this after- 


noon were opened by James O. Smith 
of Newark, who in a brief address on 
behalf of 
the committee having 
in 


churge the building of the monument 
formally turned it over to the repre- 
soltatives of the state, headed by Gov- 
oinor Murphy. The oration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was followed by brief 
historical addi esses from several of the 
p.-ominent survivors of the battle. 
At 


the close of the exercises the deed to 
the tract of land on which the monu- 
ment stands was formally turned over 
to representatives of the United States 
government.

He Speaks Before the National 


..Irrigation Congress at Ogden 


on "State Co-Operation With 
National Irrigation" 


The following address was delivered 


by Senator Newlands before the nat- 
ional Irrigation congress at Og-clen. His 
subject was "State Co-operation "With 
National Irrigation:" 


Mr. Newlands remarked that one 


of the difficulties In framing the "nat- 
ional irrigation act" was the unwill- 
ingness of certain of the arid states, 
•which had already placed their sys- 
tems of Irrigation under the direction 
of state boards of control and state 
engineers, to yield to any legislation 
which gave the federal authorities any 
right to interfere with stream control: 
Then also the owners of existing: water, 
rights, many of them claiming far .In. 
excess of any beneficial^ use, gave their, 
aid to the," opposition,.'and so at one 
time it seemed possible "that national 
irrigation might fail, simply, because of 
the dissensions- of the states most in- 
terested in it. , Fortunately, however, 
these difficulties were reconciled and 
the act passed. 
Since then numerous 


projects have 'been investigated and 
five have been authorized, but doubt- 
less those projects will be first taken 
up which can move along the lines of 
least resistance. The friendliness of 
the local laws and local administra- 
tion becomes a matter of the greatest 
.importance. In moving along- a given 
river, with a view to increasing its 
regular flow 'by storage, the interior 
department must have in view the re- 
imbursement to the reclamation fund 
of the amount expended in ten annual 
installments from the sales of public 
lands with water rights attached, or 
sale of water rights to private own- 
ers. 
To expect the interior depart- 


ment to risk larger expenditures 
.on 


rivers, many of -them passing- through 
several states, without some degree of 
control over the stream itself and of 
the distribution of its waters, was to 
expect too much of prudent manage- 
ment. 
In Nevada, therefore, it was 


concluded to; secure the amplest co- 
operation between the state and fed- 
eral authorities, and to trust Uncle 
Sarn unreservedly. 
Every river 
in 


the state required government work, 
and it wa's deemed best that while the 
work of construction was going- on and 
•whilst Uncle Sam was collecting back 
from settlers the expenditures made, a 
divided contract of the stream would 
be injudicious. 
Bearing in mind that 


the national irrigation 
act provided 


that ultimately the new settlements 
created should be turned over to home 
rule and that .meanwhile the national 
government should not be impeded in 
its great work, the legislature of Ne- 
vada passed a law providing for the 
appointment by the governor of a state 
engineer, to be recommended by the 
secretary of the interior, [providing 
that the state engineer .should prepare 
a list of appropriations) according to 
priority and that 
in this work 'he 


should;.utilize the work of the govern- 
ment hydrographers; that an ; irriga- 
tion board 'consisting of the governor, 
attorney-general, surveyor-general and 
state engineer should be 'Constituted, 
which should appoint water commis- 
sioners in the various districts to be 
created by the board, such, commis- 
sioners to be recommended by the:sec- 
retary of the interior or the geological 
survey. 
Thus state' administration 


moves along in the same groove as 
national administration, through 
the 


same officials, the statute declaring 
in its preamble that "It is deemed, ad- 
visable by the State of Nevada that 
during the construction of irrigation 
works by the national'government and 
during the operation, management and 
maintenance thereof by the' national 
government, unity of control of the 
river on which such works are con- 
structed, is essential . and that it .is 
deemed advisable that such unity of 
control be exercised by the secretary 
o'f the interior until the management, 
operation and maintenance of 
such 


works shall pass to' the owners of the 
lands irrigated thereby as provided in 
the national irrigation act," and also 
declaring that it is the iaesire of' the 
State of Nevada to co-operate in every 
way with the secretary of the Interior, 
and that every inducement should jtyej 
held out to the secretary of the;.lnter- 
ior by co-operation and helpful state 
legislation to enter 'upon the work'of 
construction and operation in Nevada. 


The key note of this act is |'Trust hi 


Uncle Sam."
